I did beleeye that my owne innocency 
hid beene a ſofficient ſhield to guard and defend me from the malici- 
ous reports of my enemies, whoſe rumors being falſe, and wanting t 
baſis of truth, for their foundation, I imagined they would qu ay 4 
vaniſh and nof prejudice my honour ; and therefore I cortemned arid © + 
deſpiſed them and their authors. But finding that theſe untrue ſugge- 
ſtions, although they have no colour of truth, by the ſlie and ſabtih 
inſinuatiom of my adverſaries, have gained credit with ſome noble 
perſonages, whoſe ſatis faction I defire: and alſo to vindicate my owile 
reputation, left filence ſhould conclude my guilt,I have thought fit and 
am perſwaded by ſome friends, to juſtifie my ſelfe by this true relation, 
under my owne hand of my behaviour in my command, which Iſhall 
maintaine with my life, againſt the ſcandalls and aſperſions of all my 
adverſaries. And I am the rather induced hereunto, becauſe 1 have 
now nothing left me, but my reputation, which in the cauſe Thave un- 
dertaken cannot truely be blemiſht. And I ſhall Thope by this Apolo- 
gy, (although it be an inconvenience, that truth and honeſty muſt be 
enforced chereunto, whilſt treachery and fal ſhood walke openly with- 
out checke or Tontroule) ſatisfie all ingenuous and honorably diſpoſed 
perſons, that it remaines yet ſpotleſſe. For if I am guiltie oſ any cone E

 , Heither, but if my aceuſers had beene more moderate, and had laid 
to my charge, folly, raſhneſſe, or indiſcretion, I ſhould have beene 
ſo madeſt as not to have juſtified all my actions: For I ſhould have 
confeſs d that ſouldiery was not originally my profeſſion, and that I 
might be guilty of ſome ſuch imperfections. But the ſcandall of trea- 
ſon is of too venemous a nature to be digeſted;for ir not onely deſtroys 
me, but diſhonours my Familie, and ſtaines my Poſteritie. And there-
